Abandonment of the Pacific 
Electric rail line from San Mar¬ 
ino to Sierra Madre and the 
Institution of full-time bus ser¬ 
vice was foreseen this week in a 
petition on file with the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion. 

An indication that the Red 
Cars are on their way out here 
came from railway executives 
who petitioned the state agency 
for additional time to “correct 
the power situation on the Sier¬ 
ra Madre line.” 

Power boosting facilities lor 
this line was one requirement 
laid down by the Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission last spring 
when general fare Increases 
were allowed PE. 

Under the Commission’s order 
the power situation was to have 
been Improved by July 22, 1948. Turn to poga four- 
In addition, the Commission 
ordered PE to provide a “seat 
per passenger” on all lines at 
all times, including peak hours. 

In its petition the railway 
company asked that the time 
limit for complying with the 
Commission’s recommendation 
be extended until July 1, 1949. 

It said that the Sierra Madre 
line is one of the services in¬ 
cluded in a general study now 
being made which may result 
in possible abandonment of rail 
facilities. 

“Indications at this time are 
defihitely that application (to 
the Commission) will be made 
to abandon the Sierra Madre 
rail line, and if the application 
is granted, it will obviate the 
necessity of additional power

In order to supply adequate 
power to Sierra Madre, a feeder 
line from Arcadia would have 
to be installed at a cost of 
about $17,000. 

“This power condition on the 
Sierra Madre line, constituting 
a source of inconvenience to 
the passengers due to poor in¬ 
terior lighting and a hazard 
with insufficient external il¬ 
lumination, is only a typical 
example of similar conditions 
on other sections of the com¬ 
pany’s rail lines," the Commis¬ 
sion report pointed out. 

“Specific reference is made 
to this case because it not only 
points out a deficiency in the 
proposed power improvement 
program wherein no adequate 
corrective measures are con¬ 
templated, but it also indicates 
that similar conditions will be 
permitted to continue on other 
portions of the company’s rail 
lines.” 

The Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion has not as yet set a date 
for hearing PE’s petition re¬ 
questing time extension for 
improving the power deficiency.

operations prepared nearly a 
year ago by the Commission’s 
chief transportation engineer, 

Arthur F. Ager. 

In this report Ager severely 
criticized some elements of PE 
operation, and on many points 
the railway executives agreed. 

Corrective measures on many of 
them are now being put into 
effect. 

In discussing the company’s 
program for power betterment 
at that time, Ager pointed out 
that no consideration was giv¬ 
en to the Sierra Madre line 
“where, without question, the 
supply of power is most in¬ 
adequate.” 

“From an analysis of a recent 
check of voltage conditions on 
this line, it was found that dur¬ 
ing peak periods of operation, 
voltage on the section between 
Michilllnda and Sierra Madre 
dropped from a normal of 600 
volts to as low as 200 volts,” 
the report said. 

“Also, during the night hours 
of operation after the evening 
peak traffic period, when out¬ 
bound rail cars are started, 
voltage on this section of the 
line dropped to 325 Volts. 

"Operation of trains at this 
low voltage not only creates 
poor operating conditions, but 
also results in overheating of 
the motors and electrical equip¬ 
ment on the cars. 

“Numerous complaints have 
been received relative to the 
poor power conditions on this 
line, and by letter the City of 
Sierra Madre requested that the 
Commission make an investi¬ 
gation of the conditions to de¬ 
termine what steps might be 
taken in order to insure cor¬ 
rection.” 

The city’s letter said that be¬ 
cause of inadequate power fa¬ 
cilities, trains operating north¬ 
bound at night are not properly 
Illuminated, and when traffic is 
heavy on the Sierra Madre and 
adjacent rail lines, power is 
Insufficient to maintain reas¬ 
onable speeds. 

It was also brought out that 
a hazard is created by the
